ARIOUS have been the reports and 


opinions of the town, concerning the 
operation to be performed by WinLiam 
Cusseupenx, Efg; Surgeon to her Ma 
jeity, Fellow of the Royal Society, Sur- 
geon and Lithotomift of St. Thomas’s 
Hofpital, on the ears of one Rey, a Male- 
faftor, condemed lafi Seflions to be executed at Ty- 
burn, but gracioufly reprieved on account of this intended 
Experiment. Some are of opinion, that this ingenious 
Gentleman concludes, that if perforating the Drum of the 
ear fhould be found to make a man desf, who at prefent 
enjoys the fenfe of hearing, the fame operation will bring 
a perfon to hear, who is deaf at prefent. Mr. Woot- 
ston is fingular in his fentiment. This learned and in- 
genious Gentleman takes the whole ftory to be allegori- 
cal, and fuppofes, that by an operation on the Drum, is 
meant no more than making a great noife. But I dif- 
fer from him intirely : as I know Mr. Cuesetpen to be 
already too famous, to fland in need of beating a drum, 
or founding a trumpet to proclaim his fkill in Chirurgi- 
cal Operations. Belides, a drum would be a very impro 
per Allegory for fo ingenious a Gentleman to make ufe 
of: it being not only noify, butempty. For my own part, 
Itake the thing in a literal fenfe 5 ard verily believe the 
operation will be performed. Fi the more inclined to 
believe it, becaufe I am informed that he tried the very 
fame experiment fome time ago on the ears of a dog: 
but alas! we have quite loft the benefit of the experi- 
ment; for the incurious fon of abitch took the advan 
tage of a back door being open, and ran quite away. I 
hope the door will be fecured when the experiment is 
tried on Mr. Rey: for fhould he have as unphilofophi- 
cal a mind as the dog, and fhould his heels be as flippery , 
as his fingers; he may ferve us the very fame trick, and 
leave us ag much in the dark, as we were ‘before. Some 
are of opinion, that this fame drum is notte be feen ina 
living man ; and fothat when the operation is {aid to have 
been performed, we may remain in fome doubt, whether 
it has been performed or not. But this is a trifling ob- 
jeCtion 5 for tho’ another perfon may not be able to fee 
it, yet a truly curious operator may: as 1 well remember, 
when I purfued my ftudies at Leyden, the perfpicacious 
Mr. Lewennorck could fee things very clearly by means 
of his glaffes, of which I, with a!l the eyes I had, and 
even aflifted with the beft of that Gentlenrau’s glaffles, 
could not get fo much as a glimpfe. But, fhould it be 
granted that it will not be in our power at prefent to 
be fure of the operation having been performed : it is h\gh- 
ly probable that the perfon, who is the fubject of it, will, 
like others of the fame clafs, return to his old trade, and 
foon give us an opportunity of being certain, either in 
Warwick-lane or Surgeon’s-hall. For my own part, I 
have long been of opinion, that not only the drum, 
but the whole organ, commonly known by the name 
of the ear, is of no ufe at all in hearing, netwith- 
ftanding the vulgar opinion. I fhould be giad of an op- 
Portunity of extirpating the ears of fome Milefactor, to | 
try the truth of my conjeéture. It would, indeed, be a | 
noble and glorious ufe of condemned perions, it intlead 
of being executed, they were all to undergo iome expe 
Timent tor the benefit of mankind, and {atisfaétion of cu- 
nous and inquifitive perfons: We might then have an op- 
Portunity of trying this and many experiments on the 
Cars. We might take out each of thofe little bo es, which 
Anatomifts have diftinguifhed by the names of Hammer, 
Anvil, &c. and obferve the effect on the tevera! perions, 
Who fhould be fubmitted to thefe obfervations. Ti would 
be a very Curious experiment, to try whether the Nerina 
is of any ufe in feeing, as is generally imagined. A needle 
might eafily ke introduced into the eve, as in Cow! 
ing, and the Ketina removed, as one ot the humo 
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| forfake”their former way of life after the performance of 


this operation, which I think very probable; it would be 
a mott ufeful difcovery, fince we need do no more than 
cut out the {pleen of a Malefactor, to render him a good 
and ufeful fubjeét. Another experiment, which I would 
recommend to be tried, is the tying up ene of the tefticles, 
to fee whether by that means the fex of a child begotten 
at fuch a time may be determined. ‘This has been af- 


ferted by many grave writers ; but we have never yet had 
fufficient evidence of the truth of the affertion. This 


experiment I look upon as of the greateft confequence : 
for by this means many illuftrious families might be in- 
formed of a juft and certain method of obtaining an heir 
to their eftites. I apprehend very little difficulty in try- 
ing the experiment. A jury of widows might be im- 
pannelled on fuch an oceafion: and, I doubt not, but in 
this curious and inquifitive age, many virtuous Ladies 
might be tound, who would gladly make the experiment, 
out of a pur {pirit of philofophy. But if there were any 
dificulry in this, there could be none in obtaining fuch 
women as fhould lie likewile under fentence of condem- 


nation : who commonly take care to put themtelves into | 


a condition of obtaining a reprieve, without any good 
end aniwered to the publick. It may be objected, that 
this would be an incouragement to wickednefs, efpecially 
among women; it, after the commiflion of capital of- 
fences, inflead of being executed, they fhould be em- 
ployed in pleafing their appetites. But this objeétion is, 
I think, of little force: for, as they muft be itriétly con- 
fined.to one man, I am fully perfuaded that they would 
look upon that reftraint as a moft grievous punifhment. 
I apprehend an objetion of more coniequence from the 
Clergy who, I fear, will reprefent thefe mixtures as un- 
lawiul. I know there is no bringing fuch men off from 
their prejudices: and therefore, if a clamour fhould be 
raiied on that account, the experiment might be made on 
uch Malefaétors as are married. Nay, as many of both 
{exes are daily willing to enter into that happy ttate, with- 
out any profnect of advantage: [ fee no reaion to queftion 
but thac moit would be glad to enter into it, rather than 
be harged. Thus we could néver be at any fofs for 
proper fubje&s, to afford us a fufficient opportunity of 
{atistylng our curicliiy.
